Then St. Winnifred 
Is reported lo have spoken as follows 
to the pagans: 
“This little tree, a young child of 
the forest, shall be your holy tree to­ 
night. 
It is the wood of peace, for 
your homes are built of it. It is the 
sign of an endless life, for its leaves 
are always green. 
See how it points 
toward heaven! Let this be called the 
tree of the Christ Child. Gather about 
it; not in the wild woods, but in your 
homes; there it will shelter no deeds 
of blood, but loving gifts and acts of 
kindness.” 
The fir tree, the common evergreen 
of the northern regions, became the 
holy tree of the converted pagans, and 
. in its honor or in memory of the 
I thoughts It stood for they decorated it 
with lights and gifts at Christmas.

HOLY C U T S CHRISTMAS TIME! 


Distressing 
Scenes 
Witnessed 
in) 
Church of the Nativity—Guards 
on Duty Day and Night.

Although much has been written up­ 
on the subject of Christmas in Beth­ 
lehem, writes Harold J. Shepstone In 
the Wide World, and we have had 
glowing accounts of its gorgeous pro­ 
cessions and ceremonies, none appears 
to have been bold enough to tell the 
world of the distressing scene which 
may be witnessed in the one spot oi 
earth where man would expect peae 
to reign at that glad season of the 
;year. Christmas is a long business at 
Bethlehem. First come the Latin cere-j 
monies, which take place on December) 
25, followed 13 days later by the Greek: 
services, while 13 days later comes the 
Armenian Christmas feast. The serv­ 
ices are held in the Church of the Na­ 
tivity, one of the most remarkable edi-( 
flees in the world. The holy of holies 
of the church is the grotto or manger. 
It is a small underground chamber, 
said to be the actual site of the stable 
where the Savior was born. Just in 
front of the altar Is a silver star, let 
Into the marble floor, said to mark the 
exact spot of the nativity. 
In the various ceremonies the bit-, 
terest rivalry exists between the vaifcj 
ons sects, and even during the ordinary 
services Turkish soldiers have to bet 
on guard day and night in the church 
•to prevent strife. On special occasions,; 
such ss Christmas time, an extra fore* 
of soldiers is necessary lf order is to 
be maintained. It is during Christmas 
festivities that the church is cleaned. 
To prevent quarrels among the rirft 
priests the authorities many years agol 
set down definite rules as to what por­ 
tions of the walls, pillars, floors, etc., 
this or that body may clean or sweep. 
Despite these elaborate precautions, 
however, trouble often arises. During 
the Christmas festivities of 1913 a 
deplorable scene was witnessed in the 
sacred building. 
Two sects disputed 
the rights to clean a certain portion 
of the church. They went to the gov­ 
ernor of Bethlehem and he decided a 
certain sect possessed the right to do 
the work. When they started to sweep, 
however, the rival priests flew at them 
and soldiers had to hold one sect back 
while the other did the sweeping.

For each million of our men who 
enter action ten thousand will be so 
crippled ss to need mechanical appli­ 
ances and they will have to be spe­ 
cially educated to use these so that 
the action of the missing limbs will 
be reduplicated ss closely ss possible. 
If the Germans had had the entree 
to certain pails of France last fall 
they might have seen fields that they 
once destroyed yielding their best crop 
in years. 
And they might have seen 
some of these fields being reaped by 
men they thought they had done tor. 
They were men with varying de­ 
grees of leglessness and armlessness. 
Some ran (and t epa!red) tractor en­ 
gines. 
Some, with both arms gone 
above the elbows, spaded the ground 
with the aid of a clever mechanism 
to which the spade was hooked. One 
man, who also had but the stump of 
each arm left, not only used a scythe 
but kept It sharp. 
The Red Cross Is running a five- 
hundred acre farm In France on which 
the maimed are taught the use of farm 
implements and the care of domestic 
animala, and Is already laying Its 
plans for great work for the maimed 
In this country. The end and aim of 
all Its work will be to fit men to re­ 
turn to their own homes, and re-enter, 
ss nearly as possible, their former 
place In life. 
Sometimes these re-educated man 
take a far higher place In the com­ 
munity than they occupied before. For 
Instance, men who have been automo­ 
bile mechanicians, and whose legs 
wow mutilated, have been re-educated 
la mechanical drafting. Bridge work- 


[ men have made similar advances, 
ii 
anadian mechanic who was maimed 
arni afterward re-educated became t 
foreman at more than double his for 
mer pay. 
It was only their seeming 
miso fortunes that opened for thes* 
men the opportunity to secure the indu­ 
ration their talents merited. 
The Red Cross sends out a strong 
warning against mistaken kindness to 
ward the maimed men who are ever 
now returning. 
If, it says, the pub!Ii 
insists on making lions of these men 
It will end by making them babies. I* 
employers hunt through their plant! 
for snaps” for them, and give their 
Jobs that mean little more than hold 
Ing down stools and reminiscing aboul 
their daring deeds, then indeed we 
shall complete the work of destructor 
for them, maiming minds as well ai 
bodies. 
We, the American people, are going 
to be asked to spend more time, more 
money and energy keeping these men 
In the game than it would cost to 
merely support and amuse them and 
let it go at that. We must make them 
special Harnesses, actually and meta­ 
phorically, and then have patience 
while they are getting adjusted to It. 
And we must see that they have their 
chances at suitable employments. 
But these men are going to have 
something more than Just marvelous 
appliances that will enable them to do 
almost any kind of work. These men’s 
tremendous sacrifices won’t be paid 
back by letting them in on life’s work, 
but not Its social game. 
So they are 
going to have Sunday arms and legs 
as well as the work-a-day wonders! A 
man with both hands gone may, with 
perfectly molded fingers, light his own 
cigarette or play cards. 
And a man 
with hts face so ravaged that his best 
friend could not restrain a shudder 
may wear, over the disfigured part, a 
mask that is perfect aud delicate, a 
work of arr and science.

Oklahoma Is one of the few states 
which has not provided Mate or coun­ 
ty tuberculosis sanatoria to guard the 
health of its citizens, despite the fact 
that the death toll of tubercles.* in 
the state last year was more than 
three thousand. 
In addition, estimates submitted to 
she Oklahoma Tuberculosis Associa­ 
tion, which is sponsor of the present 
.campaign for six district sanatoria, 
show that there are between 30,000 
and 40,000 active cases of tuberculosis' 
in the state. 
These afflicted persons 
have no place to apply for treatment 
and consequently their chance for re 
covery are few, while of necessity 
•they constitute an active menace to 
those who have not contracted the 
disease. 


Army data show that nearly 400 
Oklahoma men have been discharged 
from the service with tuberculosis. 
They have come back to their own 
state, expecting to receive proper care 
and treatment—and instead, in most 
instances, they have found only a 
place to die. Finding no provision for

Long before the birth of Christ 
ancestors In northwestern Europe cele­ 
brated the 25th of December, which 
marked the iwssiug of the winter s t ­ 
atice or the return of the sun in the 
heavens after conquering the powers 
of darkness. That was the dav of the 
sun worshipers. The problem of the 
universe was Just beginning to puzzle 
and our ancestors figured It out In a 
straightforward manner that was not 
P*a,f bad for supposed savages. 
AII 
plant life, it was observed, depended 
on the sun for its existence, and all 
tinimal life depended on plant life, so 
that the power of the sun was greatly 
respected and It was personified in the 
person of the god Thor. 
Thor was 
watched with considerable interest. 
since there was always some doubt as 
to whether he would survive the win­ 
ter solstice. 
Hence the feasting and 
merrymaking when he continued to 
shine clear and strong in the heavens. 
Meaning of the Word "Yule.** 
Besides Thor there were numerous 
gods who lived In the branches of 
trees. Therefore the people gathered 
mistletoe loughs and holly branches 
and pat them in conspicuous positions 
In their houses, where they might! 
easily be seen from the outside, in the 
hope that some wandering god would 
take a fancy to them and take up his 
residence among the red berries. In 
Germany the early Huns chopped 
down the evergreens and brought them 
Indoors for the same purpose. 
The’ 
burning of the yule log and the term 
yuletide are survivals of these early 
December festivals whose influence Is 
still to be seen today In our own 
Christmas celebrations. "Yule" means 
son.

Among the finest Christmas Institu­ 
tions today is che community Christ­ 
mas tree, which originated In Madison 
square, New York, five years ago and 
ainee then has spread to communities 
all over the United States.
